In making plans, it is well to look to 
God both for His approval and His aid.

He would not carry them through with- 
out the Lord’s approval, and he knew 
he needed His aid if they were to be 
successful. Travel was part of Paul’s 
life, for he was “in journeyings often,” 
but he committed them all to the Lord.

As Philippians is one of the prison epis- 
tles, one would expect to find Paul 
counting on God’s help to make the jour- 
ney to Philippi possible, but these ex- 
pressions also show his habit of mind.

Perplexity 
disappears and the way opens before us 
as we refer all to Him. “Commit thy 
works unto the Lord, and thy thoughts 
shall be established” (Prov.

was brought here in a desperate condi- 
tion. She had been under great mental 
strain, and was to have seen a psychi- 
atrist. But the prospect of his probing 
into the dark recesses of her troubled 
spirit must have been too much for her 
and she took poison. All night they 
worked with/her, using the best devices 
of modern science, but all in vain. Just 
before dawn she slipped beyond their 
grasp, and doctors and nurses could do 
no more. Sometime before she had been 
told of the Saviour’s love, and had been 
given a reprint of Dr. Clarence Mason’s 
articles in the Times, “The Adequacy of 
Christ.” But her heart wds choked with 
the cares of this life, and there was no 
answering faith. How different things 
would have been if she had only heeded 
the invitation of the One who said, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour and 
are heaVy laden, and I will give you 
rest”! 

These things, forced upon me, have 
made me think much about the short- 
ness of life; of the frailty of our mar- 
velously constructed human bodies; of 
the futility of living for anything but 
to please God; of the whole great mys- 
tery of suffering, on which there is no 
light outside the Bible; and of the im- 
perative duty of all of us who know the 
Saviour to tell others of Him, in season 
and out of season. 

Many snatches of conversation can be 
overheard day and night, from visitors, 
patients, doctors, and ourses.. I have 
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talked to many, handing them booklets 
showing the way of salvation, and some 
have told me of their troubles. There 
is a commendable effort on the part of 
many to “keep a stiff upper lip,” and 
take the hard knocks of life with a cer- 
tain, outward cheerfulness. But there 
are many evidences of heavy hearts and 
bewildered minds; and one hears phrases 
of. murmuring and complaining and bit- 
terness and jealousy — but these mostly 
among the well. Yet it is strange that 
there seems to be little hunger for God, 
no eager response to His offer to bear 
burdens, no sense of sin or a longing for 
the Saviour. There has been courtesy, 
kindness, ‘and respect for the things of 
God, but no thirst for more. But being 
laid low myself, I have not been dis- 
posed to condenin, but rather to pity; 
and' to fegret exceedingly the many, 
many times when I myself, with long ex- 
perience. of. God’s goodness, have been 
prone to murmur and complain, and 
have not had a heart overflowing with 
thankfulness for God’s infinite mercy. 

I have been following the counsel of 
that fine old hymn to “count your bless- 
ings,” and I find that the list is long. 
Some are too personal to write about, 
and there isn’t room here to mention all; 
but some may be recalled as a testi- 
mony to God’s faithfulness and as a 
possible help to others in like case. 

Penicillin soon got my trouble under 
control, and after a few days and nights 
quieted the pain. I am thankful to God 
for this wonder-drug, and to Him for 
allowing Sir Alexander Fleming to dis- 
eover it. I am thankful, too, for the 
skill, knowledge, constant care, and 
watchfulness of nurses and surgeons, 

One doesn’t choose a hospital as a pleas- 
ant place for a sojourn. But when one 
needs medical and surgical care at regu- 
lar intervals, then the hospital is the 
best place for him. Surely the expert 
care given to the sick in our great hos- 
pitals today is a by-product of the Gos- 
pel. So I am thankful that I was not 
stricken in a heathen land amid heathen 
surroundings, but that I am a beneficiary 
of the latest findings and equipment of 
modern science. 

Iliness brings out the kindness of 
friends in wonderful ways.. Flowers 
have brightened my room, feminding 
me of the Saviour’s words about the lilies 
of the field. Some gifts and loans have 
been unusual, such as a little old hymn- 
book, and a small pillow to make me 
more. comfortable. The letters have 
brought much blessing, and bear reading 
and rereading. I am more impressed 
than ever with the thoughtfulness and 
artistic skill that are put:into the lovely 
greeting cards for the sick. There are 
bright scenes of gardens, with birds and 
flowers, ahd country cottages — just the 
things an invalid would like to see. 
;Cheering personal notes were added to 
many ‘of.them. Here are some of the 
texts that~came on- the cards: 
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“Wait on the Lord: be of good cour- 





age, and he shall strengthen thine heart”. 


(Psa, 27:14). 

“He giveth power to the faint; and to 
them that have no might he increaseth 
strength” (Isa, 40:29). 

“Casting all your care upon him; for 
he careth for you” (1 Pet. 5:7). 

“The Lord shall command the blessing 
upon thee” (Deut. 28:8). 

“And the peace of God, which passeth 
all understanding, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus” (Phil. 
4:7). 

“God is able to make all grace abound 
toward you” ¢2 Cor. 9:8). 


Familiar words, these, but bringing 
fresh strength and comfort into a sick 
room. - .My heart goes out in gratitude 
not only to the friends who selected and 
sent the cards, but to those unknown 
workers from whose fertile minds and 
skillful hands came the heartening bits 
of poetry and the cheery, bright scenes. 

Better things than ambulances were 
seen and heard through my window. I 
have watched a sugar maple turn golden 
brown from the top down. A large oak 
near .it has not yet begun to turn, but 
it, too, is beautiful. The calls and songs 
of several different birds have come 
through the window. Then one day a 
young man and woman (a sister-in-law, 
perhaps) stepped out of a car, carrying 
two dresses, and went into the hospital. 
As I rather expected, out they came ina 
short time, with his young wife (I pre- 
sume), and a new baby wrapped up in a 
pink blanket. And I thought how a hos- 
pital is like a bridge between the two 
eternities, stretching from the beginning 
to the end of life. What mental and phys- 
ical struggles it witnesses, day and night, 
and what tragedies and triumphs! When 
pain and weakness come, and loved ones 
are taken, then how wonderful it is to 
know the comfort of the Scriptures and 
the all-sufficient grace of Christ! 

For sick people there is the interesting 
world of books. Several absorbing hours 
were spent with Rear Admiral Richard 
E. Byrd as he describes, in the October 
National Geographic Magazine, his lat- 


est great expedition to Antarctica. His, 


pen pictures of the immense white ex- 
panse of the ice pack, the stupendous 
glaciers and mountain peaks, and the 
exquisite hues of icy caverns and cliffs 
are vivid and entertaining, and to these 
he adds a wealth of Scientific data. And 
I remembered that the same Hand which 
painted the flowers in my room, and the 
trees outside my window, had spread 
out that gigantic panorama of snow and 
ice surrounding the South Pole. 


I have found some help and comfort. 


in a new edition (Harpers) of an old 
book, “Christian Perfection,” by Fénelon, 
It is a series of letters on the inner Chris- 
tian life, giving good advice on how to 
be at peace and in constant communion 
with God through all the vicissitudes of

mer lessons. But 








it has become increasingly difficult’ to— 


find suitable cartoons for the new les- 
sons, and it has become evident. that a 
change would have to be made, 

For many months the Editors and the 
executive staff examined the work of a 
number of Christian cartoonists, and 
sought God’s leading as to a successor 
to Dr. Pace. They finally concluded 
that the man whose wogk most nearly 
— his, and who for several other 
reasons seemed best fitted to do the les- 
son cartoons for the Times, is James 
Emerson Russell. They accordingly in- 
vited him to undertake the work, and 
he has agreed to draw a cartoon each 
week on the International Uniform Les- 
son exclusively for the Times, 

Mr. Russell received his A.B. and B.D. 
degrees at Asbury College, Wilmore, Ky., 
and his M.A. in the fine arts from Ohio 
State University in 1939. He is an or- 
dained Baptist minister, and was for a 
time pastor of the Church of the Open 
Door, which he helped to organize, in 
Cincinnati. He has been drawing Chris- 
tian cartoons for several years. They 
are now appearing every week in four 
newspapers, the Cincinnati Inquirer, the 
Dayton News, the Akron Beacon Journal, 
and the Xenia Gazette; in- publications 
of the Standard Publishing Company, 
well-known publishers of Sunday school 
literature; and in the International 
Evangelist, the Western Recorder, the 
Sword of the Lord, an& United Evangel- 
ical Action, A catalogue of his cartoons, 
which he has made available for gen- 
eral use, shows 104 drawings. In letters 
to the Editors, Mr. Russell has written, 
by way of personal. testimony:

What are some of the strongest reasons 
for and against the legitimate stage? 


for the theater as an institution by 

its wiser and more earnest advo- 
cates or defenders is that it exists for 
the display of dramatic representations, 
in which representation there is nothing 
essentially evil, while, on the other hand, 
it may if rightly used be made a pow- 
erful means of uplifting popular thought 
and action. In view of this truth, it is 
said to be better to endeavor to elevate 
and purify the theater by Christian co- 
operation and guidance, than for Chris- 
tians to stand wholly aloof from it while 
it is sure to exist. 

It is further affirmed that a large por- 
tion of our best, secular literature is an 
outgrowth of the theater, and that this 
literature is one\of the results of that in- 
stitution and must be taken into account 
in any proper estimate of its influence. 
While its friends admit that there is 
a measure of evil as well as of good in 
the composition of this agency and of its 
resultant influence, as of every other 
human instrumentality, they insist that 
it ought to be reviewed with discrimina- 
tion rather than with unqualified cen- 
sure. This is plausible on the face of 
it, but how does it bear the test of ex- 
amination, historically?

‘The Origin of the Theater 


Before this examination, however, it 
is well to recognize the fact that dra- 
matic literature is not necessarily de- 
pendent on the exhibition of the drama, 
closely as they have been associated 
in’ the passing ages. Many a drama in 
form has been written, that has never 
been. acted. Many an appreciative lover 
of dramatic literature has never wit- 
nessed a representation of a drama on 
the theater stage. There are lovers and 
students of Shakespeare’s plays who will 
not witness their acting, simply because 
they are unwilling to have their stand- 
ard and ideals of the great poet’s work 
lowered by the performances of profes- 
sional actors. Hence a discussion of the 
theater as an institution does not neces- 
sarily involve the drama as a literary 
production; nor does condemnation of 


* the former necessarily carry with it even 


a reflection on the latter. 

The theater had its origin and its early 
history as a religious agency. This was 
the case in ancient Egypt and Greece 
and Rome, before the days of Christian- 
ity. “The spectacular purpose was... 
a religious one. .. . The muse of tragedy 
gazed’ from her mask on all orders of 


her native realm, gathered as for a fes- 


tive liturgy, an ovation of aestheticism 
heightened by an enthusiasm of religion 


Nearly fifty years ago Dr. H. Clay 
Trumbull, Editor of the Times from 
1875 to 1903, set forth, with the clar- 
ity and logic of which he was a 
master, his reasons for believing that 
it is wrong to attend the theater. 
His arguments are as good now as 
they were then, and apply equally 
well to the moving picture industry. 
Some time ago a former member 
of the Times staff, and still a valued 
friend of the Times, urged the Edi- 
tors to reprint the chapter‘on the 
theater from Dr. Trumbull’s once 
well-known book, “Border Lines in 
the Field of Doubtful Practices,” 
which unfortunately is out of print. 
The Editors are now glad to. publish 
in four installments this unusual and 
convincing study of a problem that 
has troubled many. On page 1123 
will be found an interesting extract 
from Dr. Trumbull’s own preface to 
his “book, dated at Philadelphia in 
April, 1899. 





which knew no sects to divide, no puri- 
tanism to estrange.” It was thus when 
the drama was so prominent in the wor- 
ship of Bacchus as a pagan god. 

So it was for centuries in the history 
of the Christian Church. Throughout 
Europe the drama was chiefly in illus- 
tration of the Christian “mysteries,” 
and the Bible story or the many legends 
of the saints supplied the main theme 
of the tragedy and comedy of the thea- 
ter. A careful reviewer of its ‘history 
has said of the stage in Europe gen- 
erally: “From the fall of the Roman 
Empire to the end of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, ee continued to be the exclusive 
dramatic vehicle. Thus the drama had 
scanty interest for the common people, 
and remained either a didactic form of 
worship, or, as in the case of Hrostvitha 
and the extant plays of Terence, an 
amusement of the learned leisure of the 
cloister.” 4 

What, on the whole, was the influence 
of the theater as an agency of sound 
instruction and of innocent amusement, 
while under the best of human influ- 
ences as a recognized and sanctioned 
religious agency? Look to the testimony 
of its intelligent contemporary observers, 
in different. succeeding ages. Of the 
great classic writers, Plato and Aristotle 
and Ovid and Juvenal and Tacitus, and 
others, wrote strongly against it—not 
merely against its incidental evil$ and 
abuses, but against its influence and ten- 
dency as an institution. And gradually 
the theater came under condemnation

in the Jewish and Christian world, even 
while it was still, in a sense. under re- 
ligious control, 

More than two centuries and a half 
ago, a published list of “authorities 
against the stage” included “the united 
testimony of the Jewish and Christian 
Churches; the deliberate acts of fifty- 
four ancient and modern general, na- 
tional, and provincial councils and 
synods, both of the Eastern and Western 
Churches; the condemnatory sentence of 
seventy-one ancient fathers, and one 
hundred and fifty (then) modern Cath- 
olic and Protestant writers.” And down 
to the present day, it must be admitted 
by the most enthusiastic admirers of 
the theater that.there are many intelli- 
gent Christian persons who stand op- 


. posed to the theater in its entirety, as 


well as in its more objectionable char- 
acteristics. What is the underlying rea- 
son for all this? Why is it that the 
theater came under condemnation while 
it was in religious control, and fails of 
universal approval now that it is wholly 
on its own merits as an applicant for 
public favor? 


The More Common Objections 


The objections more commonly urged 
against the theater are that its exciting 
exhibit of the grosser passions; its dead- 
ening influence through the display of 
unreal crime and suffering and sorrow, 
and of simulated emotions; its fascina- 
tions and temptings by means of scenic 
effect and of inevitable accessories and 
accompaniments— are dangerous and 
harmful to the purest-minded spectators, 
and tend to the permanent injury of 
those who are most suspectible to in- 
fluences of evil. Nor are these objec- 
tions unworthy of the most serious con-. 
sideration by the Christian moralist. 
Yet, as they have been questioned or 
qualified, or counted as exceptional and 
partial, or as possibly remediable, by 
intelligent Christian advocates of the the- 
ater, it is well to look back of them all, 
or below them all, in order ‘to recog- 
nize a radical and sweeping objection 
to the institution of the theater at its 
best, in the admissibility of the: very 
profession of a dramatic actor as right 
and proper, under any circumstances. 


This chief and all-prevailing objection ~ 


to the theater is that the profession of 
an actor is in and of itself unnatural, 
baleful, and radically and universally 
wrong; and that, because this is so, no 
change of controlling influences can 
make the institution which depends an 
and represents that profession an agency

D loved and much used Dr. Hough- 

ton of the Moody Bible Institute 
left behind a great heritage of advance 
in that institution. The Moody Monthly 
tripled its circulation, which is now 
75,000, twice that of the Christian Cen- 
tury. In the last thirteen years, enroll- 
ment in day and evening schools doubled 
to nearly 3,000. The correspondence 
school has, in addition, more than 13,000 
active students. There has been large 
building advance which included the 
erection of the twelve-story Crowell 
Hall and Torrey-Gray auditorium, and 
the WDLM radio frequency modulation 
station. The new missionary aviation 
coutse has been a recent feature of ad- 
vahce. 


Bishop William Culbertson, who has 
been chosen to succeed Dr. Houghton 
as head of the Moody Bible Institute, 
sends out this personal note: 

“My appointment as acting president 
of the Institute has given me a fresh 
sense of my inadequacy apart from His 
strength. There never was a time when 
I realized more the truth of 2 Corinthians 
3:5, ‘Not that we are sufficient of our- 
selves to think any thing as of our- 
selves; but our sufficiency is of God.’ 

“We look up to Him and renew our 
vows to uphold the fundamentals of the 
faith once for all delivered, to holiness 
of life by power of the Holy Spirit, 
and to love for all who love our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ in sincerity 
ahd in truth. Moody Bible Institute 
will carry on, true to the Word of God, 
loyal to the Son of God.” 


The Rev. Moses Gitlin, who has 
labored among Jews both in Poland and 
in the United States, is planning to es- 
tablish a Russian Bible Correspondence 
School for Russians in Eastern Europe, 
the United States, and South Anjerica. 
There are only two small Bible schools 
for training Russian preachers. Many, 
nay most; Russian Christians are unable 
to study in other tongues, and need Bible 
help given in their own language. It 
is hoped that when Russia itself opens 
to the Word, this school’s ministry may 
be greatly expanded. The school will 
provide standard Bible study materiel, 
of which there is almost none in Russian, 
and is teaching a unique system of ser- 
mon outlines which has already proved 
useful to Russian preachers, 


Attention was called to the secession 
of a group of Roman Catholic priests 
in Venezuela. Since. then this has ex- 
panded until 250 or more, that is, nearly 


oné-third of all the priests in that coun- . 


try, have united in a Venezuelan Apos- 


tolic Church. The leader, Father J. F. 
C. Mendez, has been consecrated Bishop 
of Caracas hy Bishop Duarte, a former 
Catholic bishop in Brazil and now head 
of the Brazilian Apostolic Church. 
We may add that a Mexican priest, 
Luis Bonnabel, who was ordained in the 
Guadalupe Cathedral, has been reor- 
dained in the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance Church at Arlington, Texas. 
“After his conversion, Don Luis started 
meetings in his own home, and from 


- these humble beginnings his work has 


grown until today it embraces six ac- 
tive groups inside Mexico City and two 
others outside the city.” The present 
moderator of the Santa Fe, N. Mex., 
Presbytery, Mr. Frank Payas, was for 
twenty-one years a Catholic priest, serv- 
ing part of the time in a Chicaga Loop 
parish. He has Presbyterian seminary 
training. 

Some years ago, Mr. W. E. Strong, Jr., 
of Chile reported this incident, “which 
suggests ripening preparation for the 
Reformation in South America. 


“As I boarded the night train at San 
Rosenda I noticed a fine-looking young 
priest just ahead of me. In the morn- 
ing, ten minutes before reaching San- 
tiago, I handed him a little booklet, 
‘Jesus viene’ (‘Jesus is coming’). He 
immediately became tremendously en- 
thusiastic, and we had a wonderful ten 
minutes together, he showing me. a 
portfolio of notes he had just been mak. 
ing as a special study of the subject. 
He said that, due to his belief in the 
second coming of the Lord Jesus, he was 
much persecuted at the seminary at 
Concepcion, where he is in his last year. 
He also spoke of the head of another 
Roman Catholic seminary who seem- 
ingly had brought him into the true light 
of Christ, and who also holds this view as 
the only hope of mankind’s redemption, 
and who also was persecuted by the 
other priests at the seminary. [Mr. 
Brackenbridge of the British'and Foreign 
Bible Society later told me of the fre- 
quent visits to his office of this same 
seminary head, who is constantly buy- 
ing various translations of the Bible for 
his students.] . . . There are many true 
children of God among the priests here 
in Chile. May we pray that a revival 
may come in their midst.” 


A statement of Greek intellectuals, 
181 scientists in faculties of physics and 
mathematics, of medicine, of law, and so 
on, heads of hospitals, and other intel- 
lectuals, is reprinted in the Christian 
Century: 

“From the objective. and impartial re- 
search in science to which each one of

us has dedicated his powers, we have 
arrived at the following conclusions: 

“1. The future of mankind, and more 
specifically, of our own country as we 
well know, depends first and foremost 
upon the laying of true and unshake- 
able spiritual foundations for the life of 
contemporary man, whereby alone it is 
possible for true civilization to exist. 

“2. Such a foundatien cannot be laid 
if contemporary man fails to use that 
treasure of values which Christianity, 
the Christian faith and Christian ethics, 
hold out to him. Estrangement from 
these values constitutes an abandonment 
of every well-grounded hope that man- 
kind will be able to build up a future 
better than the present, 

“3. Furthermore such estrangement 
from Christian values is contrary to the 
conelusions of truly unprejudiced criti- 
cal research into the great problems 
which are fundamental to man; and 
more especially to the conclusions being 
reached by contemporary scientific re- 
search. 


“4. The series of failures and disap- — 


pointments which is typical of modern 
times has made it clear that the urgent 
demand for complete social and economic 
reconstruction, for the rule of law and 
justice, can achieve realization only 
when the life of individuals and the 
life of society is saturated with the 
faith whereon Christianity is built, 

“5. Finally, the education of the indi- 
vidual, especially the upbringing of chil- 
dren and the culture of youth, in so far 
as it is not based on full respect toward 
Christian values, leads of necessity to 
failure, to the spiritual undernourish- 
ment of the rising generation, and to a 
crippled morai condition.” 

[While this is not, nor is it intended to 
be, an adequate statement of the funda- 
mentals of the faith, which Christian be. 
lievers would take as their own, yet it 
is highly significant as coming from sci- 
entists.—Ep1Tor.] 


M. Georges Duhamel of the Academie 
Francaise has briefly told the story of 
the Ravensbrueck concentration camp 
for French women, and how its suffer- 


ing inmates were rehabilitated by Swed- © 


ish relief. He was requested to do this 
by the women themselves as a tribute 
to the Swedish people. The advance of 
the Allied armies was in time to pre- 
vent massacre. Count Folke Bernadotte, 
the son of the Swedish evangelical 
leader, Count Bernadotte, went to 
Himmler himself and demanded. their 
release. The Swedes brought with them 
food such as the imprisoned had hardly 
a remembrance of bread, cheese; but- 
ter, sugar, milk. The women were loaded 
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on trucks and driven northward. Some 
died on the way. Others were victims 
of Soviet airplanes, which killed some 
of the Swedish attendants also. Passing 
through “the great empire of crime now 
crumbling,” they reached Denmark. 
Though the Germans were still in the 
saddle, the Danes turned out and offered 


precious delicacies to the unfortunate 


French women. The Crown Prince with 
members of the Danish Red Cross es- 
corted the prisoners the whole length 
of Jutland. Thence they were shipped 
over the Sound to “the beautiful and 
harmonious city of Gothenburg.” 

Of their reception there M. Duhamel 
justly says, “The ladies of Ravensbrueck, 
in the beautiful northern spring days, 
were able to see what human society 
can be when purged of criminal ambi- 
tions.” Good clothing was provided 
them ahd simple, strong food. ’ The bar- 
racks in which they were sheltered were 
clean and airy; their reception by the 
Swedish people cordial. “One can but 
admire that people,”  moralizes the 
French writer, “who seem to have solved 
almost all the problems of life and soci- 
ety.” Finally they were dispatched 
home in French airplanes. 

Dr. Lehmann in the Converted Catho- 
lic. recently published two articles, one 
descriptive of a typical Catholic coun- 
try, Portugal; the other of a Protestant 
country, Sweden, which is practically 
free from Catholic infiltration. It was a 
fair contrast. To the agonized call for 
help, which has come up since the Sec- 
ond World War, Catholic countries make 
no reply of importance — Italy, Mexico, 
Argentina, Ireland, France. Catholic 
countries are ever the receiving coun- 
tries; the giving countries are Switzer- 
land, Sweden, Denmark, England, Can- 
ada, New Zealand, and the Protestantism 
of the, United States. Itd@s a significant 
fact. One never fully realizes what the 
Reformation can do for a people until 
one has studied the culture of lands 
like the Scandinavian ones where Ro- 
manism has not even negligible influ- 
ence. 


Away from Rome.—Reports are com- 
ing in of Roman Catholic priests becom- 
ing Protestants. Thus the Rev. Noel 
Patrick Conlon of the faculty of St. 
Bonaventure College, has entered the 
ministry of the Episcopal Church, the 
Rev. Allan A. Hughes has been ordained 
a Baptist minister in San Diego, Calif. 
The Rev. Andrew Sommese and the Rev. 
John Zerhusen have become Lutheran 
pastors. In Phoenix, Ariz., Mexican 
bishop, G. O. Celis, was recently ordained 
to the ministry of the Gospel in a Bap- 
tist mission. The Mexican priest, Jose 
Vega, has. joined the Episcopalian mis- 
sion in Mexico City. : 

Mr. Pierre. Mathern; a young French- 
man who was studying for the priest- 
hood, joined General De Gaulle in Africa 
during the war.. While a patient in the 
Banguia hospital, Africa, he was con-

verted through the testimony of a Swed- 
ish missionary and fellow patient. M. 
Mathern is an engineer by profession, 
and is at present superintending the 
construction of, certain buildings, but is 
planning to .enter the Baptist ministry 
by way of the Baptist Bible Seminary 
in Johnson City, N. Y., for training as a 
Mid-Missions Baptist missionary. 

In Venezuela, thirty-three Roman 
Catholic priests have broken with the 
Church of Rome and organjzed the Vene- 
zuelan Catholic Apostolic Church under 
the leadership of L. F. Castillo. 

In a French exchange one reads of 
very successful conferences on the Bible 
now being given in Paris by a couple 
(probably Prof. and Mme. Chasles), 
who still remain Catholies though hav- 
ing come to the Bible by Protestant help. 


We should add to the above the name 
of Hglen Conroy, originally from Water-* 
ford, Ireland, for seven years a teaching 
sister in a Roman Catholic mission 
school in Burma, now a wife and happy 
mother and a loyal American citizen. 
Her book, “Forgotten Women,” issued 


‘by the Agora Publishing Company, 120 


Liberty St. New York 6; $1.25, is a 
trenchant and factual indictment of con- 
ventism and its victims, written from a 
background of personal experience. It 
is the best manual of the subject we 
know of, and is a plea for the emancipa- 
tion of 138,979 women in the United 
States who are separated from parents 
and home, forbidden to marry, and are 
practically the private property of a pri- 
vate corporation—a bulwark of Rome’s 
power. 

“While we pity the child wives of 
Mother India, let us not forget the child 
wives of Mother Church,” enticed into 
this life by skillful pressure, recruited 
for pauper labor in schools, hospitals, 
orphanages, laundries. 

“As long as Catholic hospitals need 
unpaid nurses, and Catholic schools need 
unpaid teachers, and Catholic laundries 
need unpaid washerwomen; and so long 
as beggars are needed to panhandle for 
the church,” the slavery will continue. 

“One little word sums up why girls go 
into convents—the word ‘fear,’ fear on 
the girl’s part that she may have a vo- 
cation and must either go to a convent 
in this world or go to hell in the- next; 
fear on the part of the church that the 
girl it wants may slip through the’ net 
and thus deprive the organization of the 
wealth, health, and labor of one more 
religious slave.” 

Mrs. Conroy pulls no punches. She 
calls the convent system un-American 
because it denies its members the essen- 


. tial rights of free speech, free and 


untrammeled intercourse with: fellow 
citizens, putting them on a par with 
criminals in our penitentiaries. It arro- 
gates to itself the right to change names 
of its members, without recourse to civil 
law, and to tamper with mail. It makes 
its members obedient to a foreign power, 
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Then on page 118 she publishes a pro- 
gram for its control. 

It is a book worthy of the widest cir- 
culation! It is a good sign when these 
fellow citizens of Irish Catholic prove. 
nance begin to take up the fight against 
the abuses of Rome. 


Contemporary Christian Biography. 
—The Presbyterian Guardian prints an 
interesting obituary notice of William 
E. Brown, who has passed to his 
heavenly reward at the age of seventy. 
As a young man, Mr. Brown was a suc- 
cessful produce salesman: also an in- 
tense and bitter opponent of Christian- 
ity. More than once he dismissed men 
from his employ because of their Chris- 
tian connections. Then this Saul became 
a Paul. Continuing in business, he soon 
built up the largest Bible class in Den- 
ver. For. years he has been pastor 
of a country church and instrumental 
in the conversion of many persons. 
Finally, and because of sickness, he 
turned this over to a successor *vho 
is .his son, a student preparing for the 
ministry. 

“The seeret of Mr. Brown’s succeds 
in the ministry would seem to have been 
his mastery of the English Bible, linked 
with zeal and patience in personal work. 
He had memorized so much of Scrip- 
ture that it was seldom necessary for 
him to read portions from the pulpit. 
The whole community which he served 
loved him dearly and deeply mourn his 
loss.” 

Mr. Charles C. Barrett was the treas- 
urer of Mid-Missions, a missionary group 
of churches which has seceded from the 
Northern Baptist Convention. He was 
an active businessman (the Cleveland 
Furnace Co., the Cowles Detergent Co., 
etc.) for twenty years and then resigned 
to give his entire time to the promotion 
‘of foreign missions. Efficient and untir- 
ing as an administrator, he was more 
often spoken of as “the missionaries’ 
friend.” To the heart of every one of | 
the 250 missionaries of this society, the 
death of Charley Barrett has brought 
a sense of irreparable loss. 

When he attended, in his early years, 
the Case School of Applied Sciences he 
studied at the same time in the Oberlin 
Conservatory of Music, and was, through 
life, church organist and choir leader, 
also Bible class leader for thirty-two 
years in the Hough Avenue Baptist 
Church, Cleveland. 

Mrs. "Palmer of the English Baptist 
Mission on the Congo was a minister’s 
daughter, educated in the University of 
Sydney, and for some years secretary of 
the Australian Student Movement: Ther 
she passed to long, arduous, and success- 
ful missionary labors. In 1922 she took 
the diploma of the Belgian School of 
Tropical Medicine and added medical 
care to her other work, among women 
and girls. She was master of two Afri- 
can languages and translated hymns into. 
them both. Her pioneering was remark- 
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able, and the triumphs in the Yalemba 
and: Ligasa districts of the Congo ‘are 
a@ monument to both herself and her 
husband. 


The Single Unitarian Mission.—In the 
Christian Register some time ago was a 
notice regarding the one foreign mis- 
sion of American Unitarianism, that in 
Japan. It went “to confer, not to con- 
vert” (save converts from evangelical 
churches) ; to say, “Here is what we have 
discovered about the mysteries of life 
and death and destiny. Now tell us 
what you have discovered from your 
different point of view.” 

What has Unitarianism discovered? 
Certainly not a Saviour from sin, or an 
effectual method of renewing hearts, or 
a sure ground for hope of life after 
death. 

The missionary, Dr. McCauley, 
scribed the Japanese as “born Unitari- 
ans.” He might not «care to say that 
today. His mission was financed in part 
from interest from the Hayward fund 
of $20,000. But this was insufficient, 
and Unitarians could not raise the tri- 
fling extra amount needed. So they 
withdrew their missionaries, one of 
them, Mr. Knapp, becoming a dealer in 
Japanese curios in London. The writer 
of this article says this withdrawal was 
“an important contribution to the tech- 
nique of missions,” in that it put on 
the native organization all financial re- 
sponsibility. Well, perhaps so! His 
survey of what the mission has done 
does not come down later than 1913-14! 
What has gone on in the subsequent 
generation is not related. “What has 
become of the Unitarians in Japan, no 
one knows,” he says, referring to the 
present crisis, (but), “I must believe 
that there are still in Japan some men 
of liberal minds and kindly hearts.” 


In contrast to the above, let us quote 
some paragraphs from a letter of Miss 
Anne Dievendorf, a veteran missionary 
in Japan, who was interned for four 
long years. She says that “everywhere 
they are reaching out after the Chris- 
tian message. Formerly people came 
seeking, one by one; now they come in 
groups. In our prefecture we are asked 
to speak before government officials, 
teachers, students, nurses, railroad of- 
ficials, factory workers, women’s clubs. 
‘What is the earliest date you can give 
our town? our school?’ And after every 
lecture a group of earnest seekers come 
and ask to hear more. Often a Bible 
study class is formed. All through the 
past months my sister and I have trav- 
eled from town to city, meeting groups 
of five hundred to q thousand, or over. 

“Recently the education department 
of the city office asked us to speak be- 
fore the principals of all the schools in 
Matsuyama and environs. There were 
about a hundred present. We spoke of 
the principles that underlie true educa- 
tion, summing it all up with our usual 
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message. The lectures ended just be- 
fore noon. A group of principals came 
to us and asked if we would not take 
lunch at the school and afterward give 
time for discussion. We consented. When 
we assembled, the men all wan to 
talk at Once about the hope that came 
to them during the morning lectures. 
In their distress and bewilderment they 
had seen a guiding light as they had 
listened. Since that time we have been 
flooded with ¢nvitations to speak to their 
students and faculties.” 

Miss Dievendorf cries out for helpers. 
Meanwhile Mr. John Ferguson is print- 
ing masses of tracts in Japanese to meet 
this urgent crisis, among them 50,000 
copies of a twenty-page booklet in Japa- 
nese entitled, “A Guide to Faith,” which 
has proved to be a soul-winner. He should 
have financial co-operation in this great 
effort (931 Lafayette Bldg., Detroit 26). 
He writes: “On my return to my office 
I find literally stacks of letters from 
the countries of Europe and Asia, all 
calling for vast quantities of the Gospel 
tracts and booklets in twenty languages. 
One letter is from Okinawa, from the 
chief supply chaplain serving twenty- 
two chaplains, saying, ‘Five hundred 
thousand Japanese-speaking Okinawans 
are crying for spiritual help.’ So I am 
sending them 40,000 tracts in Japanese.” 


The announcement of a World Con- 
gress of Religion, in support of the 
United Nations, has appeared. It is to 
be held, appropriately enough, in Uni- 
tarian Boston, the home of religious 
fads and oddities. It will be sponsored 
by the Church Peace Union, an organ- 
ization which -has always stood very 
close to the Federal Council, and on 
whose present board of trustees are three 
ex-presidents of the Federal Council 
and Dr. C. S. MacFarland, long the lead- 
ing spirit in the Federal Council. 

It will be a “religious” peace confer- 
ence in which men and women of all 
countries and “all religious faiths” will 
participate, and not a specifically Chris- 
tion enterprise. It has the blessing .of 
Dr. Fosdick. Its prospectus tells us that 
the guidance and sustaining strength of 
“religion” are needed today as never 
before, “for nothing in the history of 
the past can compare in scope to the 
chaos of world affairs that faces us— 
physical ruins of proud nations, the dis- 
location of the world’s economy, disillu- 
sioned people, and stateless, homeless 
wanderers on the face of the earth.” 

“This Congress will seek to show that 
just as the scientific man has made the 
world into one neighborhood, so re- 
ligious man can by his cooperation in 
a practical program make the world into 
one brotherhood. 

“It will consider how the forces of re- 
ligion in all nations can be mobilized 
into a concerted action in support of the 
United Nations and its efforts to estab- 
lish a peaceful, friendly world. ... We 
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need not give way to despair. We can 
help to make our \world One World. 
The hour has struck for the accomplish-, 
ment of this supreme purpose.” 

A Committee of One Thousand is to 
be formed to realize. this end. At the 
bottom of each of the four pages of this 
circular are sentiments drawn from the 
various creeds to be represented at the 
Congress. Thus Hinduism: “To you I 
declare this holy mystery. There is 
nothing nobler than humanity” (as seen 
at Benares!) A Hindu judge declares, 
“It seems as if all the prophets of the 
eleven religions in-Heaven had incor- 
porated themselves into a huge trust for 
the peace of the world and that their 
united spirits were working through 
your conference.” The Japanese mili- 
tarist religion, Shinto, is represented 
with the aphorism, “Having purified my- 
self, I will go forth tomorrow and wor- 
ship at the temple of the Diety” (spell- 
ing the circular’s). 

“The kingdom of God cometh not with 
outward show, ... The days will come, 
when . . , they shall say to you, See 
here; or, see there: go not after them, 
nor follow them. For as the lightning 

. . Shineth unto the other part under 
heaven; so shall also the Son of man 
be in his day” (Luke 17:20-24). 


Work To Be Watched and Prayed For. 
—A Colorado pastor kindly informs me 
that during the months of July, August, 
September, and October, 1946, the Gen- 
eral Association of Regular Baptists 
raised seven thousand dollars to send 
Mr. and Mrs. Shoemaker to Martinique. 
By January 1, 1947, their supplies, truck, 
support, everything, had been cared for 
and they were on the island. They have 
now three congregations meeting at 
strategic points. Four more missionaries 
are on their way to join the Shoemakers, 
who have also started classes for train- 
ing native workers.

of ‘substantial good, or worthy of Chris- 
tian countenance and support. On the 
face of it, the profession of an actor 
stands all by itself in demanding of its 
votary that his main purpose and en- 
deavor shall be to seem what he is not, 
to appear something else than his real 
. self; and herein lies the essential and 
irremediable evil of this profession. 
The very terms “hypocrisy” and “play- 
ing a part on the stage” are identical in 
their earlier signification. “Hypocrite” 
is, in both its Greek and Latin forms, 
a designation of an actor in the theater. 
Yet it does not, by any means, follow 
from this that eyery actor in the theater 
is a “hypocrite” in the ordinary sense of 
this latter term, as applied to’one’s moral 
character and personal sincerity of mo- 
tive and conduct. It does follow, how- 
ever, that the stigma attaching to the 





From Dr. Trumbull's Preface 


Young people usually have differ- 
ent views from old people as to 
popular amusements and recreations, 
and as to the better use of both time 
and money. Each class is likely to 
feel that the other class is mistaken, 
and is entertaining an erroneous view 
of such matters in question. An old 
saying is that “young people think 
old ones are fools, and old folks 
know young ones are.” While this 
is not wholly true, it may truly be 
said that old persons are prone to 
forget how life and its occupations 
looked to them while they were 
young, and that young persons are 
unpleasantly conscious of this fact in 
all discussions with their seniors con- 
cerning debatable customs and prac- 
tice, 


This state of things is in the mind 
of the writer of these pages, as he 
gives his views on such mooted cus- 
toms as wine-drinking, the use of 
tobacco, card-playing, theater-going, 
and social dancing. In every instance 
he puts himself back, for a stand- 
point, to the position which he oc- 
cupied while a‘mere youth in a com- 
munity where the laxer view as to 
all these practices generally prevailed. 
While young, he was neVer restrained 
in such matters by parental prohi- 
bitions, nor was he_ brought up in 
any surroundings of over-strictness, 
approaching asceticism or puritanical 
rigidity. Hence there has been no re- 
bound of his nature from one extreme 
to the other. 


The stand which he now takes, and 
in these pages defends as wisest and 
best, was the one which he chose 
as a young man, not only before he 
had any thought of ever being a 
clergyman, but before he was even a 
member of any Christian church. The 
fact that some of these views have 
been: confirmed by an exceptionally 
wide and varied experience of more * 
than half a century of subsequent life 
and thought and observation, may not 
in itself be supposed to invalidate the 
correctness of the view thus early 
decided on. 
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terms “hypocrite” or “actor” is a natu- 
ral outgrowth of the universal convic- 
tion that in everything and always it is 
better for a man to be true to himself, 
to do his own work in the worid, and 
to fill his own place, than for him to 
play a part, to strive to be another than 
his own self, and to seek to seem what 
in reality he is not./ And this universal 
conviction stands, in opposition to the 
life-profession of a dramatic actor, what- 
ever tolerance may be conceded to occa- 
sional and purely exceptional amateur 
acting. 

An actor may, indeed, have a great 
deal of personality. It is, in fact, hardly 
possible for one to be a sugcessful actor 
without a large degree of personality; 
as it is also true that rare ability, and 
sometimes commanding genius, enter 
into the power of the successful actor. 
But all this personality, all this ability, all 
this genius, must be devoted to giving 
the actor the appearance of another self 
than his own in the profession to which 
he has consecrated his best powers; and 
this course inevitably tends to the limit- 
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ing and cramping of his personality, and 
to the unworthy employment and fet- 
tering of his genius and ability. 

That which might have been a power. 
for good in creation, or in original per- 
formance, is given wholly to imitation 
or simulation; and this, too, more com- 
monly, in the sphere of the lower nature 
rather than of the higher, or at all 
events in the lower as well as in the 
higher; for the essential requirements 
of dramatic action call for the portraya' 
of the more violent and unworthy pas- 
sions, rather than of the gentler anc 
worthier virtues. A man who is, per- 
haps, at heart a good and a true man, 
and who has exceptional capabilities oi 
good, devotes himself to seeming a bad 
man, and to exhibiting the semblance 
of the vilest passions or of the most ab- 
horrent crimes. How can such a course 
fail of injury to a noble-nature? Even 
if it in no degree lowers the tone of that 
nature, it inevitably restrains it within 
limitations all unworthy of its powers, 
and destiny.

The only One who can take the government on His shoulders

T MUST be obvious to the most wish- 

ful thinker that the nations of the 
earth will not yield voluntarily their 
sovereignty to another nation or to any 
organization of nations. What nation is 
capable of exercising world authority 
for the welfare of all? Would we Amer- 
icans be content to be satellites of the 
Soviet Union, with its supreme power 
to determine our destiny? Would we 
Americans be prepared psychologically, 
politically, militarily, to assume world 
leadership? Have we forgotten the pri-~ 
mary lessons in government that our 
fathers learned irf long and bitter ex- 
perience with the Stuart and Hanoverian 
kings of England; namely, that concen- 
tration of political power creates a 
tyranny that is always inimical to the 
best interests of the individual? World 
sovereignty by any of the Great Powers 
would be a world tragedy today, for that 
power and for all others. The world 
would not allow one power to become 
the sovereign of all; and by the same 
token, the world will not yield voluntar- 
ily individual sovereignty to any United 
Nations. The latter is a creature of the 
world powers that be, each with an eye 
to its own interests and welfare. Ob- 
serve with confusion of mind and bitter 
tears the wrangling and deadlocks within 


the UN, the jockeying for position and 
power, the anarchistic use of the veto 
by the Soviet Union, and the like, 

If the alternatives are world sover- 
eignty or world sorrow, and they are, 
whence then this world sovereign? No 
nation is equal to the responsibilities of 
exercising such sway, and no United 
Nations, past or present, can cope suc- 
cessfully with the problem of forging a 
lasting peace out of hopelessly diver- 
gent national sovereignties. The answer 
might be found in a man who would be 
international rather than national, a citi- 
zen of the whole world; a man unselfish, 
uncompromising, unmoved by adversar- 
ies, unafraid of responsibilities, untainted 
by greed, unswerving in his convictions, 
unfailing in the exercise of his author- 
ity. Where would the world find such a 
man; devoted to the welfare of all, 
strong enough to wield the scepter; of 
world government without self-interest 
or self-aggrandizement; a man whom 
power could not corrupt nor dangers 
intimidate? Do we have such a man in 
the world today? Sadly we acknowledge, 
we have not. None of the so-called 
“Big Three,” or anyone else, meets these 
exacting qualifications, 

Has there ever been such a man in

12 He that hath the Son hath life; and he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not life.

2 John 41 rejoiced greatly that I found of thy children walking 
in truth, as we have received a commandment from the Father.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A.. Ironside, Litt.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 


T WAS never the will of God that we 
I should be left to live on without 

definite assurance of our salvation if 
we have trusted the Lord Jesus Christ. 
When that has taken place we are re- 
generated by the Word and Spirit of 
God, and so there will be a new life, 
which will manifest itself by new be- 
havior. In our natural state we lived 
for ourselves and sought our satisfaction 
in the vain, empty things of this poor 
world (Eph. 2:1-3). But when born 
again we are made partakers of the 
divine nature (2 Pet. 1:4), and with this 
new nature come new ideals. We no 
longer love the things that once meant 
so much to us. On the contrary, we soon 
learn to love those things which we once 
hated, and to hate the things we once 
loved. 


The Holy Spirit, who indwells all be- 
lievers, becomes the power of the new 
life and enables us to walk before God 
in love and holiness. Where no such 
change is known or manifested we may 
be sure that any profession of faith in 
Christ is but a delusion. Real faith pro- 
duces fruit to the glory of God. This 
is not true of a mere intellectual accept- 
ance of the great facts of Christianity 
as set forth in the Holy Scriptures. One 
may credit all the truths of revelation 
and yet never yield the heart to Christ. 
To do this is to believe in Him in the 
true sense. In other words, to believe 
is to trust in or to commit oneself to 
the Lord Jesus, resting upon His Word, 
knowing that He cannot lie. Anything 
short of this is to fail to enter into that 
new creation of which all are a part who 
have been born from above. It is im- 
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portant that we be sure we are resting 
in Christ alone for our salvation, not in 
anything that we can do or that savors 
of human merit. 


The Historical Setting 


John’s Epistles were, in all probabil- 
ity, the last of all the New Testament 
Letters to be written. They were given 
by divine inspiration in order that we 
might know we have eternal life. They 
were not addressed to any particular 
church, but to the children of God as a 
whole. 


Verse by Verse 


1 John 4:15—“Whosoever shall con- 
fess that Jesus is the Son of God.” There 
is a difference between professing and 
confessing. We may make a false pro- 
fession, but a confession is necessarily 
true. Where there is genuine faith, 
Christ is confessed as Son of God. 


Verse 16.—“God is love.” ‘This is the 
second time this declaration is made in 
the one chapter. See verse 8. Love is 
the divine nature. It is what God is, in 
His essence. This divine love is repro- 
duced in us when we are born again. 
To dwell, or abide, in love is to abide 
in God: that is, to enjoy fellowship with 
Him. 


Verse 17—“Herein is our love made 
perfect.” The margin is better: “Herein 
is love with us made perfect.” That is, 


God’s love is perfected towatd us. It 
has been manifested in the gift of His 
Son, who has taken our place and borne 


our judgment; so that now we have noth- 
ing to fear as we look on to the final day 
of judgment because our case has been 
settled already, out of court, when we 
received Christ by faith. Now we are 
seen by God in Him, so it can be said 
that “as he is, so are we in this world.” 


Verse 18.—“Perfect love casteth out 
fear.” It is not our own love, which is 
never perfect while we are in the body, 
that delivers us from fear, but the knowl- 
edge of God’s perfect love toward us, 
which tells us that all our sins deserved 
has been borne by Christ, and so we are 
freed from condemnation. If we fear 
still, it shows that we have not learned 
this blessed lesson; hence are not made 
perfect in love in the sense of having 
learned to apprehend the truth involved 
in perfect love. 

Verse 19.—“We love him, because he 
first loved us.” The Revised Version 
omits “him” as it is not found in the 
best manuscripts. It’ is more general. 
We love, not only Him, but His, because 
we have entered into the enjoyment of 
His perfect love to us, 

Verse 20.—“If a man say.” John now 
proceeds to test the reality of our pro- 
fession. To say we love God while hat- 
ing a brother is to be guilty of a lie. 
We cannot love God unless we love those 
who belong to. Him. 


Verse 21.—“This commandment have 
we from him”; that is, from the Lord 
when He was here on earth, bidding us 
love one another as He has loved us 
(John 13:34). 


Chap. 5:10—‘“He that believeth |. . 
hath the witness in himself”’ The wit- 
ness is the record, or testimdny, God 
has given concerning Christ, in His Word. 
The believer has received this record 
into his heart; therefore has the witness 
(of the Word of God) within, 
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Verse 11—“This is the record,” or the 
witness, namely, that God says He gives 
eternal life to all who believe on His 
Son. 

Verse 12.—‘He that hath the Son hath 
life.’ Apart from Christ all men are 
dead spiritually. Life is the portion only 
of those who have received Him into 
their hearts by faith, Unbelievers are 
thoroughly alive to the things of this 
world, but are dead toward God and so 
unconscious of spiritual realities,’ 

Verse 13.—“That ye may know that ye 
have eternal life.” Notice carefully who 
are entitled to this knowledge: all who 
“believe on the name of the Son of God.” 
There is no room for doubt or uncer- 
tainty here. Do you believe on the name 
of the Son of God? Then, God says, you 
have eternal life. Why doubt or fear? 
His Word is plain. Believe it and you 
may know you possess this divinely 
given life. 

2 John 4—‘Walking in truth.” This 
is the responsibility of all who possess 
eternal life. We are not left to find our 
our own way through this world, but 
are now to be guided by the revelation 
of His will, which God has given in His 
Word. 

Verse 5—‘“Love one another.” Again 
the Spirit of God stresses the importance 
of love as the manifestation of the new 
life. 

Verse 6—“This is love, that we walk 
after his commandments.” When love 
rules the heart the feet will take the 
path of obedience to the commandments 
_of God. This is not legality, but the 
glad, spontaneous result of a heart that 
loves the Lord and so delights to honor 
Him in the life. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

We begin the new life by simple faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, confessing Him 
as the Son of God. When we receive 
the testimony which the Father has 
given: concerning Him, the Holy Spirit 
comes to abide in us to seal us for God 
and to be the power of the new life. 
Thus the love of God is shed abroad in 
our hearts and we manifest the new life 
by love toward our brethrén. This is 
corroborative evidence that we have 
beerf born from above. Mere lip pro- 
fession counts for nothing. There must 
be reality. As we apprehend God’s per- 
fect love toward us, our hearts go out 
in love for others.

“As He Is.” The remarkable declara- 
tion at the close of 1 John 4:17 tells us 
of the believer’s full identification with 
Christ before God. We are complete in 
Him, and so we stand free from condem- 
nation. Note it does ‘not say that we 
ought to be “as he is,” or that we shall 
be “as he is” when we get home to 
Heaven. But right now, while still in 
this world and conscious of our many 
failures, God déclares we are as Christ 
is! We stand before God in Him. This 
precious truth apprehended by faith 
gives perfect rest to the troubled soul, 
and frees one from all anxiety as to 
the question of personal fitness for ‘the 
inheritance of the saints of light (Col. 
1:12). We are made the righteousness 
of God in Christ and henceforth forever 
identified with Him. 


Summaries and Applications 


There is no need for anyone to be un- 
certain as to whether he is a child of 
God. or not. Test yourself by the Scrip- 
tures given in this lesson and you may 
know your true condition. 


The witness within is not an emotional 
experience. It is the testimony of God 
relied on by faith and so hidden in the 
heart. This alone gives assurance of sal- 
vation. 

We will look in vain for perfect love 
in our own hearts. But when we look 
at Calvary we see it exemplified in all 
its fullness. This is the love that casts 
out fear, 

To walk in the truth is to yield loving 
obedience to the will of God as set forth

HE Second Epistle of John, contain- 

ing only one chapter, is the shortest 
Book in the Bible, coiinting by verses, 
which are thirteen. But the Third Epis- 
tle of John is the shortest, counting by 
words, though its one chapter contains 
fourteen verses. Third John, with more 
verses, contajms a less number of words 
and thereby has the distinction of be- 
ing the shortest Book in the Bible, un- 
less a count in the original Greek should 
shift the honor (?) back again to the 
Second Epistle. 

Now this is interesting because the 
very brief Second Epistle uses, twice, 
a word which appears only four times 
in the whole Bible: it is the word, 
“lady.” The other two mentions of the 
word occur in Isaiah 47:5-8, where God’s 
prophet pronounces a scathing denuncia- 
tion of the great and proud city, Baby- 
lon, and prophesies her coming degra- 
dation. “Sit thou silent, and get thee 
into darkness, O daughter of the Chal- 
deans: for thou shalt no more be called, 
The lady of kingdoms I was wroth 
with my people, I... [gave] them into 
thine hand: thou didst show them no 
mercy; upon the ancient hast thou very 
heavily laid thy yoke. And thou saidst, 
I shall be a lady for ever: so that thou 


didst not lay these things to thy heart, 


neither didst remember the latter end 
of it. Therefore hear now this, thon that 
art given to pleasures, that dwellest care- 
lessly, that sayest in thine heart, I am, 
and none else beside me; I shall not 
sit as a widow, neither shall I know the 
loss of children: but these two things 
shall come to thee in a moment in one 
day, the loss of children, and widow- 
hood: they shall come upon thee in their 
perfection for the multitude of thy sor- 
céries, and for the great abundance of 
thine enchahtments.” For sheer refine- 
ment of diagnosis and cutting oratory 
there is nothing that will surpass this 
47th chapter of Isaiah. Read all of its 
15 verses and see how the prophet with 
infinite precision drives at the heart of 
this proud queen’s egotism and. aspira- 
tions, and relentlessly mows her down. 
It is good parallel reading to John’s Sec- 
ond Epistle, because it furnishes a sharp 
contrast to the “elect lady” whom John 
addresses. 

The elect lady’s home must have 
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breathed the very atmosphere of Heaven. 
In John’s brief salute to her we get an 
impression of modest, quiet womanhood; 
of a loyal Christian wife and mother who 
might well be described by Proverbs 
31:10-31 (read it). Possibly she was a 
widow, as her husband is not mentioned, 
but that does not matter here. She was 
a power in her home, and doubtless in 
the church; she was a lover of the truth 
as it is found in Jesus Christ and His 
Word, and so were her children. Her 
home was a spiritual fortress, bearing 
its testimony to the risen Saviour. I 
cannot imagine this wornan or her 
daughters walking upon the street or 
sitting with her family scantily clad in 
a two piece garment, midriff style; I 
cannot imagine an ash tray at her place 
at the table to hold her cigarette stubs; 
I cannot imagine her drinking cocktails 
and using the coarse and profane slang 
of the careless “smart set.” She is a 
“far cry” from the would-be “lady” of 
Isaiah 47. And John is warning her to 
hold to her standards and to keep the 
record of her eminent Christian house- 
hold unspotted. Sooner or later there 
would be insidious guests who would 
offer some new doctrine, or who would 


cunningly suggest that she was out of - 


date and out of style, and why should 
she make the sacrifice of being out of 
touch with the crowd. John says, “Re- 
ceive them not into your house,” nor bid 
them “God speed.” 

You young people will soon be estab- 
lishing your own homes. Will they be 
homes that follow the pattern of the 
world, or will they be the kind that 
the Lord Jesus Christ would like to visit 
if He should come to your town? It is 
up to you to determine that,

Topic and Scripture: 
Two Brave Men » 
(1 John 4:18; Acts 4:8-13) 


N THE branch of the poster tree 
print, “Be Not Afraid.” 

We study. about two brave men, Peter 
and John. They had healed a lamefman 
through the power of the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He was forty years 
old and had been lame ever since he was 
born. He asked the two disciples for 
money, but they had no money, and 
Peter said, “In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk.” Peter 
took him by the hand and at once his 
feet and ankles were made well, so he 
leaped up and walked into the Temple 
with them, praising God. 

Of course a crowd gathered. They 
knew the man who always sat at the 
gate of the Temple begging. When Peter 
saw the crowd, he began to tell them 
about the Lord Jesus Christ and His sal- 
vation.

More love to the Lord Jesus\Christ had 
made them brave, for now they were 
whling to suffer and die-for the one who 
had died for them. 

Maybe you children are afraid to ask 
a playmate to come to Sunday. school.

life. It is a bit too introspective at 
times, and the grace of God in Christ 
does not shine very clearly through it; 
but many of its chapters repay slow and 
careful reading. I enjoyed the little old 
hymnbook, where the beliefs and hopes 
of saints long since gone to rest are re- 
corded in fair poetry. I have found real 
pleasure, too, in a book of tranquil and 
homey essays on bird life by a minister, 
Dr. Joseph James Murray of Lexington, 
Va. It is called “Wild Wings,” and re- 
cords his rambles through the year as 
he has watched the comings and goings 
of the birds in their annual migrations. 
His representations of bird songs, in 
vprds, are particularly good. 


But best of all has been the Book of 
books. Many passages in my regular 
reading have fitted my needs exactly, 
and familiar words have seemed to stand 
out of the page, as in a stereoscopic 
view, and have taken on new and deeper 
meaning. It has been a blessing to have 
time to read and reread, and then medi- 
tate on the words of life. They are 
indeed “pure words: as silver tried in a 
furnace” (Psd. .12:6); “more to be de- 
sired are they than gold, yea, than much 
fine gold: sweeter also than honey and 
the honeycomb” (Psa. 10:10). No other 
book is like the Book: none can be so 
fully trusted, none can bear such a 
weight of woe and weakness, none can 
give such deep and abiding comfort. For 
it points always to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
whose blood covers the sinful past, 
whose grace is sufficient for every pres- 
ent need, who has gone to prepare a 
place for us in His Father’s Home, and 
who is coming again to receive us unto 
Himself.

The Lesson in General 
By Tom M. Olson 
Introduction to the Lesson 


N PREVIOUS lessons we noticed 
I King David's desire to build a house 

for the Lord, but he was denied the 
privilege “for the wars which were about 
him on every side” (1.Kings 5:3). He 
did, however, prepare beforehand the 
materials for the house. He said, “Now, 
behold, in my trouble I have prepared 
for the house of the Lord an hundred 
thousand talents of gold, and a thousand 
thousand talents of silver; and of 
brass and iron without weight... 
timber also and stones have I prepared” 
(1 Chron. 22:14). Charles Stanley esti- 
mated David’s contribution at upwards 
of four billion dollars |! 

David was Solomon’s father, hence the 
father’s giving all this material for build- 
ing purposes to the son should remind 
us of all the Father gave the Son, as 
recorded in John 17, (See especially 
verses 2, 6, 11, and 24.) 

It should be noticed that Solomon “be- 
gan to build ... at Jerusalem in mount 
Moriah, wheré the Lord appeared unto 
David his father” (2 Chron. 3:1). 

The immediate reason for this site was 
the fact that at this spot the sword of 
the destroying angel had been stayed, 
and burnt offerings and peace offerings 
had been offered (1 Chron, 21). But 
there was also another reason — 800 
years before this, we see a father and 
son on this spot for worship and sacri- 
fice (Gen. 22). What a picture of Cal- 
vary ! 

It is precious to notice that although 
the house was built of “great stones and 
costly,” all the stones were covered with 
cedar, “there was no stone seen” (1 


Kings 6:18); and then the cedar was cov- 
ered with gold, and the gold garnished 
with jewels! 


So it was not the stones

themselves that were seen, but the gold 
upon them—and the gold speaks of 
glory. The glory of God shines in the 
face of Jesus Christ, in whom all are 
complete (Col. 2:10). 

When the Temple was completed, King 
Solomon auspiciously dedicated it. His 
blessing on this occasion is our lesson 
for today. 


The Lesson in Detail 


1 Kings8: 54.—“When Solomon had made 
an end of praying all this prayer and 
supplication unto the Lord, he arose ... 
[whether standing or kneeling, Solo- 
mon’s position all the while was] before 
the altar of the Lord” — an acknowledg- 
ment on his part that sacrifice is the 
only ground of approach to God. It is 
only on the ground of the sacrifice of 
Christ that we have liberty and boldness 
to draw nigh unto God (Heb. 10:19-22). 

“The Lord said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness” (1fKings 8:12) ; but the 
Lord Jesus has since “declared,” or mani- 
fested, or fully revealed’God (John 1: 


18). Hence John speaks of Him as be- 
ing “in the light” (1 John 1:7). He is 
in the light of full revelation. Every- 


thing we need to know of God has been 
perfectly revealed by the Son of God. 

Solomon said, “I have surely built thee 
an house to dwell in, a settled place for 
thee to abide in for ever” (1 Kings 8: 
13); but God’s presence in their midst 
was conditioned upon their obedience 
to His commandments. They were dis- 
obedient, anu that house has long since 
been destroyed. 

But it was a type of the Father’s house

he offered unto the Lorp, two and twenty thousand oxen, and an 
hundred and twenty thousand sheep.

(John 14:2); it also prefigured the mil- 
lennial temple described in detail in the 
closing chapters of Ezekiel. 

Solomon addressed God as “Lord God 
of Israel” and acknowledged that He is 
a covenant-keeping God (1' Kings 8:23). 
It is the privilege of Christians today ‘to 
address God as our God and Father, and 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ (John: 20:17; Eph. 1:3). 

Solomon anticipated Israel’s captivity 
(1 Kings 8:46); and his prayer really be- 
came a prophecy of Israel’s fall, and also 
of their future restoration (vs. 47-53). 


Verses 55, 56—‘“Blessed be the Lord 
. . there hath not failed one word of 
all his good promise.” He is faithful in 
fulfilling His promises. Uppermost in 
Solomon’s thoughts at this time is the 
rest which God gave to Israel, rather 
than riches, power, victory, and honor.’ . 
We do well to bless God for the rest 
given us upon coming to the Lord Jesus 
(Matt. 11:28); and the rest we find upon 
taking His yoke upon us and learning of 
Him (v. 29); and the rest that remaineth 
to the people of God (Heb. 4:9). His 
promises to us are “exceeding great and 
precious” (2 Pet, 1:4). And, being de- 
posited in Christ, they are all “yea, and 
in him Amen, unto the glory of God by 
us” (2 Cor, 1:20). 3 
Verse 57.—“Let him not leave us, nor. 
forsake us.” In resurrection, after as- 
suring us that all power in Heaven and 
in earth has been given to Him, the 
Lord Jesus definitely said, “And, lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world [age]” (Matt. 28:18-20). 
The Weymouth rendering of Hebrews 
13:5 is: “I will never, never let go your 
hand: I will never, never forsake you.” 
Thus we may go forth to worship, to 
service, to warfare, to witnessing, in full 
consciousness of His vouchsafed pres- 
ence. 


Verse 58.—“That he may incline our 
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hearts unto him, to walk in all his ways 
....” How essential it is that He have 
our hearts, for out of the heart are the 
issues of life. If the heart is inclined 
toward Him, the lips shall be speaking 
His praise, the hands accomplishing His 
service, and the feet walking in His 
ways. 

Our Lord rebuked the scribes and 
Pharisees for attempting to draw near 
to Him with their mouth and honoring 
Him with their lips, when their sheart 
was far from Him (Matt, 15:8). 

It is so natural for us to set our affec- 
tion on things on the earth and to walk 
in our own ways; but His ways are so 
vastly superior to ours (Isa. 55:9), that 
it is to God’s glory and our good to for- 
feit our own and walk in His. 


Verse 59.—“And let these my words 
. .. be nigh unto the Lord our God day 
and night.” Matthew Henry says: “What 
Solomon asks here for his prayer is still 
granted in the intercession of Christ, of 
which hisssupplication was a type; that 
powerful prevailing intercession is be- 
fore the Lord gr God day and night, 
for our great vocate attends contin- 
ually to this very thing, and we may de- 
pend upon him to maintain our, cause 
(against the adversary that accuses us 
day and night, Rev. 12:10) ‘and the com- 
mon cause of his people Israel, at all 
times, upon all occasions, as the matter 
shall require, so as to speak for us fhe 
word of the day in its day, as the orig- 
inal. here reads it, from which we shall 
receive grace sufficient, suitable, and 
seasonable, in every time of need.” 


Verse 60.—“That all the people of the 
earth may know that the Lord is God.” 
What a wonderful opportunity Israel had 
of enlightening the world regarding the 
true and living God! How miserably 
they failed is revealed in the words: 
“For the name of God is blasphemed 
among the Gentiles through you” (Rom. 
2:24). As the people of God today, what 
are we doing to spread the name and 
fame of the Lord Jesus Christ through- 
out the world? / 


Verses 61, 62.—“And the king; and all 
Israel with him, offered sacrifice before 
the Lord.” As a holy priesthood, be- 
lievers may offer their bodies (Rom. 
12:1), their substance (Phil, 4:18), and 
their praise (Heb. 13:15) as “spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ” (1 Pet. 2:5). 


Verse 63.—“So the king and all the 
children of Israel dedicated the house of 
the Lord.” It was dedicated with sac- 
rifices, Solomon assuming the character 
of the priest — standing before the Lord, 

as well as between the Lord and the 
people, typifying what Christ as King- 
Priest will be for Israel in the day of 
His glory (Zech. 6:13). 

It was dedicated by prayer as a “house 
of prayer for all nations.” :

Are they related to the Church as the 
body of believers, with worship, Chris- 
tian friendship, or buildings and organ- 
ization? All of these have a place in 
well-balanced Christian thinking, and 
the thoughts which the word “church” 
evokes in your mind may indicate the 
peculiar trend of your talents and abil- 
ity in the Lord’s service. 
How did each of these phases of 
thought manifest itself at the dedication 
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of the Temple which Solomon built? (1 
Kings 8:54-63.). Consider the last men- 
tioned item first: 


o 

Organization (1 Cor. 14:40; Titus 1:5). 
—“Take the Levites from among the 
children of Israel, and cleanse them,” the 
Lord said to Moses. Activities eon- 
nected with worship were all to bé car- 
ried out “decently and in order.” Or- 
ganization and planning are what make 
the great work of the church move 
smoothly and efficiently. We do not 
mean organizations as such, for there 
are often too many of them, but as Solo- 
mon organized elders, priests, and Le- 
vites to prepare the splendid new Tem- 
ple for dedication (1 Kings 8:2-6), we, 
too, need systematic arrangement and 
surrendered co-operation among the 
Lord’s people in order to put to most 
fruitful use the gifts of time, talents, and 
finances brought to His house. 


Buildings.—As the Lord had given to 
Moses the “pattern of the tabernacle” 
and honored its building (Exod. 25:9), 
so He honored the building of Solomon’s 
Temple (1 Kings 6:12, 13; 8:11). Noth- 
ing is said in the Bible to indicate the 
type of church building we should now 
have. Christ told the Samaritan woman, 
“The hour cometh when ye shall neither 
in this mountain, nor yet at Jerusalem, 
worship the Father” (John 4:21-24). 


*Paul mentioned church held in private 


homes (Rom. 16:5; 1 Cor. 16:19; Philem. 
2). As congregations grow, larger build- 
ings are needed, but above all, we want 
our buildings of worship to be beauti- 
ful. clean, and sacred, filled with the 
Spirit of the Lord and dedicated to 


. prayer and the spread of the Gospel. 


Christian friendship.—One reason for 
gathering in a central place of worship 
is for the sharing of experiences and 
mutual helpfulness (Heb. 10:25). At the 
dedication of Solomon’s Temple he, “held 
a feast, and all Israel with him.” After 
the service the people went back to their. 
tents “joyful and glad of heart for all 
the goodness that the Lord had done” 
(1 Kings 8:65, 66). True joy and glad- 
ness are a prominent part of the Chris- 
tian life. 


Worship.—Following- Solomon’s great 
prayer, “on his knees,” how did~ the 
Temple service close? You might like 
to outline Solomon’s sermon: 

Praise God: He had given “rest” to His 

people. 

He kept His promises. 

Be aware of God: “God be with us,” 

“Incline our hearts unto him.” 

“Keep his commandments.” 

Know that God remembers our 

prayers. 

Spread to “all people of the earth” the 
story that “the Lord is God.” 

Practice a day-by-day “walk” with the 
Lord. 

The sacrifice at the close of the service 
was something in which all the people 
had a share, giving their best, seeking . 
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God’s pardon, and dedicating themselves 
to live for Him. Having such a share 
in a service of worship makes it vital 
to the*individual. 


The Church.—We who belong to Christ 
have the assurance that we are one with 
Him, as well as one with other believers 
throughout the world (Eph. 2:19-22). 
This thought should stir us to a deeper 
worship, and a more constant yielding 
of ourselves to the task of introducing 
our Lord to others. “When I was a 
boy,” a Christian businessman testified, 
“church furnished all my interests out- 
side of my home and school.” , Can 
church mean all of that to you?

They worked seven years building the 
Temple. Because it was God’s house, 
they built it quietly. Read 1 Kings 6:7. 
The whole inside ‘of it was covered with 
pure gold. 

When the Temple was finished, Solo- 
mon Offered many sacrifices to the Lord. 
Then he had the priests bring the holy 
ark?into the Temple. Find out from 1 
Kings 8:9 what was in the ark. 

When the priests came out of the holy 
place, the glory of the Lord filled the 
Tergple. Then Solomon prayed before 
the a}tar of the Lord, holding his hands 
towatd Heaven. It was a wonderful 
prayer. King Solomon understood a lit- 
tle ‘how great God is. Read 1 Kings 
8:27.. Five times in his prayer Solomon 
asked God to hear His people when they

CONCLUSION 


Who can say the Golden Text? When 
they bujlt the Temple they did not even 
use a hammer or a saw because they 
knew everything had to be quiet and 
reverent, 

The priests carried the golden ark into 
the holy place quietly and reverently, 
exactly as God had commanded. 

Even in the sight of all the people, 
King Solomon knelt down reverently on 
his knees, because God is so great. 

In Isaiah 6 we read that the holy 
angels, called seraphims, are so rever- 
ent in the presence of God that they 


» cover their faces and say, “Holy, holy, 


holy is the Lord of hosts.” 

When the Lord Jesus was here on 
earth He said, “Where two or three are 
gathered together in my name, there am 
I in the midst of them” (Matt. 18:20). 

The Israelites saw the glory of the 
Lord fill the Temple. We cannot with 
our eyes see the glory of the Lord fill 
the church building, but we know the 
Lord is really here because He said He 
would be. How quiet and reverent we 
should be! 

Let us bow our heads right now and 
pray that we may always remember, 
“The Lord is in his holy temple: let 
all the earth keep silence before him.”

(1 Kings 8:54-63) 
OES anyone here have a friend? Oh, 
you all have friends—how nice! 

King Solomon had a friend named 
Hiram. Hiram was king of a city called 
Tyre. 

One day Solomon sent his friend, 
Hiram, a letter. He wrote something 
like this: 

“Dear Hiram: The Lord has told me 
to build Him a house. It is to be large 
and beautiful, and I shall need a great 
deal of wood. But my country has no 
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big evergreen trees as yours has. So 
may I buy logs from you to make boards 
for God’s house?” 

Hiram was glad to get that letter. He 
knew Solomon would pay well for the 
trees. So he sent back a nice answer. 
Joan, tell us what you think Hiram 
wrote. 

Then Solomon’s servants and Hiram’s 
servants went to the mountains near 
Tyre. Chop! Chop! went their axes all 
day lang. 

Finally they had enough big logs cut. 
What did they do next, Dick? Yes, they 
sawed the logs into boards. Then they 
planed the boards smooth. 

Then Solomon had great white stones 
dug out of the ground, for the walls of 
the Temple were built of stone. ‘They 
cut these stones in big caves that are 
still there today. So when a stone was 
brought out, it could be laid in place 
without any noise of cutting. 

Aftr a while, God’s house, or Temple, 
was finished. It was very beautiful 
with all the wood in it covéred with 
gold.

2. Amos Pleads for Justice 
(Amos 5:21-24; 8:4-7)

HE prophet Amos lived and prophe- 
sied in a time that, in many ways, 
paralleled the present day. He was a 
simple herdsman whom God called to 
be His messenger to the divided king- 
dom of Judea and Israel, although his 
message was directed primarily to the 
northern kingdom, 
When Amos spoke his prophesies in 


‘the northern kingdom, nothing seemed 


more improbable to the people and the 
rulers of Israel than that the kingdom 
would be broken up and the people car- 
ried, away into captivity. Yet, less than 
fifty years elapsed before the northern 
kirgdom was utterly destroyed. 

And we may be sure that Amos was 
not a popular prophet. The people were 
quite ready to listen as long as Amos 
told of the judgments that God was go- 
ing to bring on some of their neighbor 
nations. But when he began to speak 
of the sin and disobedience and hypoc- 
risy in Israel, and to pronounce God’s 
condemnation on the idolatry that was 
being practiced in the very town where 
the king had his court, that was another 
matter. One of the chief priests de- 
nounced Amos to the king and com- 
manded him to prophesy no more. 


se 


Are we not very much like the peo- 
ple of Israel today? We are quite ready 
to listen when anyone tells us what is 
wrong with some other nation, but when 
they begin to speak about conditions at 
home and tell us wherein America is 
failing, we are not so ready to approve 
of*the message. Often we are willing 
enough to listen to what may be wrong 
with other Christians, but when some- 
one puts his finger on something that 
we may have permitted to exist in our 
lives, we are likely to be resentful and 
indignant. %

America, in a very reak sense, was 

settled and founded by God-fearing men 
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and women. They were not perfect, 
but at least they recognized God in pub- 
lic as well as in private affairs. Today 
many in public office seem to think they 
have to apologize or give some explana- 
tion when they mention God or the 
Bible, or* Christian principles. It has 
beceme the exception rather than the 
rule when a man in public office makes 
a clear-cut Statement of faith in God 
and in His Word. 
ve 


In Amos’s day both Israel and Judea 
maintained a semblance of worship of 
God. Both leaders and people went 
through elaborate ceremonies of worship 
and sacrificed many animals. Yet God 
said to them, “I hate, I despise your 
feast days, and I will*not smell in your 
solemn assemblies. Though ye offer me 
burnt-offerings and your meat-offerings, 
I will not accept them: neither will I 
regard the peace-offerings of your fat 
beasts” (Amos 5:21, 22). 

The reason for God’s refusal was that 
the worship was not consistent with the 
national and private life of the people. 
The courts of that day had become a 
travesty. Decisions could be purchased 
by the highest bidders. Powerful and 
influential men, sometimes under the pro- 
fection of governmental office, reduced 
the money standard of the land, and 
increased the costs of the necessities of 
life, thus working suffering and hardship 
upon the’ poor and unfortunate (Amos 
8:5, 6). Under the pretext of worship- 
ing God, idolatry had been encouraged. 
The people had been taught to worship 
representations of ‘God, made by man’s 
hands, and to put their confidence in 
elaborate ceremonies rather than in sim- 
ple faith and righteous living. 

Do you know of any today who put 
their trust in form and ceremony and 
ritual rather than in God Himself; who 
rely on church membership or church 
attendance as a means of pleasing God, 
rather than simple obedience and per- 
sonal righteous living; who use the 
Lord’s Day for their own selfish indul- 
gence; who worship denominational al- 
legiance, or personal security and com- 
fort, or power, or the approval of men 
rather than of God; who oppose and con- 
demn those who stand for truth and 
righteousness and for consistent Chris- 
tian living, rather than oppose or offend 
those who by compromise or inconsis- 
tency are destroying righteousness, and 
sobriety, and faith in God?

It should give us pause as we examine 
ourselves and as wé look about us today, 
for, just as surely as God judged the 
nations of Judea and Israel, He must 
and will judge America for her depart- 
ure from national and individual right- 
eousness, and for condoning, and some-

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Many times it was told that the Lord 
Jesus Christ would come into the world 
a second time, not as a suffering Sav- 
iour, but as the Sovereign of the world. 
By the angel it was said to Mary, “And 
of his kingdom there shall be no end” 
(Luke 1:33). When His disciples in- 
quired of Him after His resurrection if 
He would then restore the kingdom of 
Israel, He replied that first they would 
have the opportunity and task of spread- 
ing the Gospel story into all the world; 
after which time He would come again 
(Acts 1:6-11). He likened Himself unto 
a nobleman who went into a far coun- 
try to receive a kingdom, who returned 
“having received the kingdom” (Luke 
19:15). He said categorically, “When the 
Son of man shall come in his glory, and 
all the holy angels with him, then shall 
he sit upon the throne of his glory; and 
before him shall be gathered all nations” 
(Matt. 25:31, 32). Then there will be 
world sovereignty in the hands of the 
only true world Sovereign, the “KING 
OF KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS” 
(Rev. 19:16). 

The prophets of the Old Testament, 
Isaiah, Jeremiah, Daniel, Zechariah, and 
others, speak in detail of His Kingdom. 
Let us observe Micah’s statement: 

“But in the last days it shall come 
to pass, that the mountain of the house 
of the Lord shall be established in the 
top of the mountains, and it shall be 
exalted above the hills; and the people 
shall flow unto it. And many nations 
shall come, and say, Come, and let us 
go up to the mountain of the Lord, and 
to the house of the God of Jacob; and 
he will teach us of his ways, and we 
will walk in his paths: for the law shall 
go forth of Zion, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem. And he shall 
judge among many people, and rebuke 
strong nations afar off; and they shall 
beat their swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruning-hooks: nation 
shall not lift up a sword agginst nation, 
neither shall they learn war any more. 
But they shall Sit every man under his 
vine and under his fig tree; and none 
shall make them afraid: for the mouth 
of the Lord of hosts hath spoken it” 
(Mic. 4: 1-4). 

Here we have every factor of per- 
petual piace: world sovereignty, to 
which all the peoples of the earth 
adhere, and from which universal law 
goes forth; world sovereignty that judges 
“among many people”; world sover- 
“eignty that compels obedience, even of 
“strong nations afar off’; world sover- 
eignty that compels international : dis- 
armament. and changes weapons of de- 
struction into instruments of production; 
world sovereignty that compels universal 
peace, “neither shall they learn war 
any more”; and universal security, “and 
none shall make them afraid.” 

Thus will be fulfilled the Word of God 
given through Isaiah: “For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given: and

the government shall be upon his shoui- 
der: and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counseller, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace. Of the increase of his govern- 
ment and peace there shall be no end, 
upon the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to establish 
it with judgment and with justice, from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal of 
the Lord of hosts will perform this” 
(Isa. 9:6, 7). 

Note, “The zeal of the Lord of hosts 
will perform this”; not by man’s effort, 
but by the coming of the Son of man, 
to take the government of the world on 
His shoulder. Swords will become plow- 
shares at His coming, for which coming 
we labor and wait. He is our peace, 
and the peace of this agonized world; 
so that we pray, “Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus.” 

Even while we offer this prayer, how- 
ever, we remember that the Lord has 
said to His servants,’ “Occupy till I 
come” (Luke 19:13). Christ is not one 
to approve apathetic and negligent liv- 
ing; He cannot be satisfied with the man 
or the nation that shrinks from respon- 
sibility. As Christians we realize that 
man cannot be saved by education, legis- 
lation, or law enforcement; nevertheless 
we do feel a deep sense of responsibility 
for fostering schools and colleges, for 
encouraging our legislators in the inter- 
ests of righteousness, and for support- 
ing our police and militia. Is it not, 
then, inconsistent to say, with a shrug 
of the shoulders, that world affairs are 
of no concern to us? True, we know 
that there will be wars and rumors of 
wars until the last days. The Christian 
steward, however, who has not wrapped 
his talents and energies in a napkin, will 
do all that he can to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of this tortured, bleeding world. 
If every man, woman, and child gave 
himself as sternly and courageously to 
the creating of a great peace as he has 
given himself to the effective waging of 
a world-engulfing war, is there not the 
possibility that we might know, at the 
least, slightly longer years of peace for 
the preaching of the Gospel? 

We must never forget that He, and 
He alone, is our peace (Eph. 2:14) and 
that real peace will never come to this 
world until the Prince of Peace returns 
in power and glory. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, let us occupy until He comes that 
we might know the joy of hearing the 
blessed words, “Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant: thou hast been 
faithful over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things: enter thou 
into the joy of thy lord” (Matt. 25:21).
